_ GALLERY” 


Giratfes in the Sahara? Hippos, elephants and 
cattle? Yes — they can be seen today — by the 
thousands — painted on the rocky walls of a 
strangely eroded mass of sandstone in the middle of 
the great Sahara Desert. 

This wilderness of rock and sand is called Tassili 

n’Ajjer — plateau of rivers — and so it was 6,000 
years ago before a dramatic change in climate elimi- 


nated forest, rivers, men and animals and left behind 


on the walls of their crude homes, paintings that tell 
a strange story of the once green Sahara. 

The story, illustrated with color slides, will be 
told by Douglas Mazonowicz, English free-lance art- 
ist, writer and lecturer who made a previous, memor- 
able appearance at the Academy in 1968 when he 
spoke of the cave paintings of -France and Spain, 
as well as the Sahara. 

Mr. Mazonowicz has made three expeditions to 


the Tassili area, photographing, copying and record- » 


ing many of the African paintings. This material has 
been utilized, together with his knowledge of the 


silkscreen process, to make the hand-printed, actual 


size copies that are featured in the Smithsonian 
Traveling Exhibition currently displayed at the Acad- 
emy and coinciding with his appearance, fortunately. 

Research Associate of the Carnegie Museum, Mr. 


Mazonowicz has devoted himself to copying and 


recording the world’s prehistoric paintings. During 
his extended stay in the United States, he hopes to 
study the early Indian rock art of Texas and other 
regions.

Kart Switak, Aquatic Biologist 
(Herpetdlonist) for Steinhart Aquarium, has -re- 
cently returned from a journey around the world 
that would be any natural historian’s dream. For 
seven months he was on an official leave of absence 
from the CAS, traveling in company with a good 
friend, Chris Banis, the purpose being to observe 
and photograph reptiles in their natural habitat and 
subsequently to apply what was learned in maintain- 
ing live animals in the artificial atmosphere of Stein- 
hart. Also, he planned, when possible, to collect live 
specimens and ship them air freight to San Francisco. 

Much of Europe was covered initially by Land- 
rover and eventually, when they reached Ghana, 
they had some 12,000 road miles under their belt — 
if that can be considered the proper figure of speech. 
From there they flew to Johannesburg and motored 
some 2,000 in that area. Then it was Pakistan, India, 
Thailand, Singapore, Australia, New Caledonia, Fiji, 
Hawaii and home to San Francisco, and there was. 
photographing, recording and collecting all along the 
way. All in all, Karl shipped almost 200 specimens, 
most of them rarities never before on display in 
Steinhart, in special boxes that he personally con- 
structed. From West Africa came amphibians that 
would be any aquarium’s reason to boast. From 
Australia came probably the largest collection of 
Australian reptiles to be found anywhere except _ 
“down under” itself. (Notable is a snake known as 
a Taipan — one of the deadliest on earth). 

They had untoward adventures all along the way: 
An unusually severe rainstorm in the Sahara found 
them inexorably stuck in the mud. After the water 
receded, only ten hours of shoveling plus the assist- 
ance of local Arabian nomads got them out. A swim 
in Lake Baringo, Kenya, was abandoned in haste 
when a 12-foot crocodile surprised them by edging in 
closer. Malaria laid Karl low in Senegal but the 
ministrations of an able nurse in the U.S. Embassy 
in Dakar got him back on his feet so that the j journey 
could continue. 

Steinhart Aquarium is contideebts richer for Karl 
and his friend’s peregrinations.
